The second day of the Orleans 
Parish grand Jury’s investiga- 
tion into organized crime ended 
at 5:20 p. m. Friday, after a 
day of questioning and after 
filing a brief report of no find- 
ings with Criminal District 
Judge Malcolm V. O’Hara. 

Most of the grand jury’s 
two sessions Friday, totaling 
a marathon of five hours and 
55 minutes in the jury room, 
was spent questioning Metro- 
politan Crime Commission di- j 
rector Aaron M. Kohn. I 

Prior to the grand jury’s 
assembly in Judge O’Hara’s J 
courtroom to make its re- - 
port Kohn left the Criminal ; 
Courts Bldg, carrying a num- j
